Times  under  date  Mycense  November  28, 
continues  the  account  of  his  groat  HU. 
coverios 

“I  continue  the  description  of  the 
jewels,  <fec.,  found  with  the  five  bodies  in 
the  fourth  tomb.  Among  the  most  inter¬ 
esting  objects  of  his  sepulchre  I  reckon 
the  magnificently  ornamented  gold  but¬ 
tons.  Twelve  are  in  tbe  form'  of  a  cross, 
and  one  ol  them  is  2  1-5  inches  large 
and  8  inches  long  ;  three  are  somewhat, 
•mailer,  and  the  remaining  eight  are  of  a 
still  less  Rise.  Of  splendidly  ornamented 
round  gold  buttons  wero  lonnd  in  all  216, 
two  of  which  are  two  inches  in  diameter, 
seven  are  ot  the  size  of  a  5f.  piece  ami 
207  are  still  smaller.  All  these  buttons, 
the  lower  part  of  which  onnsists  of  a 
bone  button  in  the  form  of  our  shirtbut 
tons,  must  have  served  on  the  clothes  of 
the*  deceased,  whereas  all  which  show 
beldw  only  a  flat  piece  of  bone  or  woi»d 
have  evidently  served  to  deebrate  the 
sheaths  of  swords,  lances,  Ac.,  to  which 
they  had  been  soldered  with  tin  or  otlu  r- 
wue  fastened.  There  were  in  all  found 
in  this  tomb  25  two-edged  bronze  swords, 
16  of  which  aro  in  a  perfect  state  of  con¬ 
servation  ;  four  of  them  had  ha  »dles  plac¬ 
ed  with  gold  and  richly  ornamented. 
There  were  also  found  with  the  swords 
five  large  handle-buttons,  four  of  which 
are  of  alabaster  and  one  ot  w  >od  ;  all  of 
them  are  ornanionted  with  gold  nails. 
Further,  two  golden  shoulder- belts 
(telamons),  which  were  worn  on  the 
shoulder  across  the  breast ;  both  are  4  ft. 
long  and  1  3-6  in,  broad  There  were 
further  found  two  lane  golden  girdle 
belts  ornamented  witkcirles  and  flowers; 
one  of  them  is  comp'uNfl  of  two  piecos. 
Thero  was  also  found  part  of  a  similar 
belt  and  a  child’s  golden  girdle  belt,  only 
1  ft,  4  in.  long,  and  2  1/5  in,  broad.  Fur¬ 
ther  a  splendidly  ornamental  large  guld¬ 
en  handle,  probably  of  a,  sceptre.  It  tor 
minates  in  a  dragon’s  head,  whoso  scales 
seem  to  have  been  inlitatcd  by  square 
pieces  of  rock  crystal,  which  are  inlaid 
like  mosaic.  This  is  an  object  of  mar¬ 
vellous  beauts,  of  which  Homer  would 
have  said  thaHma  ideetkia  (a  wonder  to 
look  upon).  There  were  also  found  seven 
large  and-ono  small  golden  diadems— one 
of  Iho  former  is  ornann  nted  with  golden 
leaver.  All  of  them  show  splendid  orna¬ 
ments  of  circles  and  spiral  linos.  Further 
fo^r  golden  ornaments  of  the  knenudes 
(j/i  nvem  almost  in  form  of  a  bracelet ;  one 
comb  of  born*  in  a  large  handle  or  casing 
of  gold, of  the  usual  form,  as  Indies  wear 
it ;  one  enormous,  most  mugnifi  :ently 
ornamented,  massive  golden  bracelet, 
weighing  MO  grammes.  In  the  centre 
of  the  ornamentation  of  ths  bracelet  is 
soldered  a-4**paratc  piece  of  gold,  repres¬ 
enting  the  sun  w  ith  liis  rays  .  The  size 
of  this  bracelet  is  so  enormous  that  the 
persons  who  has  worn  it  must  have  had 
gigantic  arm*  It  may  have  been  worn  on 
the  legs.  Quiet  in  opposition  to  the  size  of 
the  bracelets  are  loo  massive  g<  lden  seal 
golden  seal  rings,  the  opening,  of  which  is 
so  small  that  they  w  mid  only  fit  a  child  of 
ten  years.

long  and  1  3-5  in,  broad  There  were 
further  found  two  lane  golden  girdle 
belts  ornamented  witkgirles  and  flowers; 
one  of  them  is  compoflPft  of  two  piecos. 
Thero  was  also  found  part  of  a  -  similar 
belt  and  a  child's  golden  girdle  belt,  only 
1  ft,  4  in.  long,  and  2  15  iu,  hr., ad.  Fur¬ 
ther  a  splendidly  ornamented  large  gold¬ 
en  handle,  probably  of  a, sceptre.  It  tor 
minates  in  a  dragon’s  head,  whose  scales 
seem  to  havo  been  imitated  l.y  square 
nieces  of  rock  crystal,  which  are  inlaid 
like  mosaic.  This  is  an  object  of  mar¬ 
vellous  beauts^  of  which  Homer  would 
have  said  f/tatima  Ldeethia  (a  wonder  to 
look  upon).  There  were  also  found  seven 
large  and-ono  small  golden  diadems— one 
of  tho  former  is  nrnanu  nted  with  golden 
leaves.  All  of  them  show  splendid  orna¬ 
ments  of  circles  and  spiral  lines.  Further 
four  golden  ornaments  of  tho  knemides 
ij^  aves)  ahn.'Rt  m  form  of  a  bracelet ;  one 
Comb  of  bone  in  a  large  handle  or  casing 
of  gold, of  the  usual  form,  as  ladies  wear 
it;  one  enormom,  moBt  nmgnifi ;cntly 
ornamented,  massive  golden  bracelet, 
weighing  3(10  grammes.  In  tho  centre 
of  the  orn*neiitation  oftfus  bracelet  is 
soldered  a-^eparatn  piece  of  gold,  repres¬ 
enting  the  sun  with  his  rays-  The  size 
of  this  bracelet  is  s<»  enormous  that  the 
persons  who  has  worn  it  must  have  had 
gigantic  arm*.  It  may  have  been  worn  on 
the  logs,  l^uiet  in  opposition  to  the  size  ot 
tho  bracelets  are  too  massive  golden  seal 
golden  seal  rings,  tho  opening,  of  which  is 
so  small  that  tli^y  wnild  only  fit  a  child  of 
ten  years.  I,  therefore,  suppose  that 
they  may  have  been  usod  as  seals  only. 
One  of  the  seals  represents  two  winders 
on  a  two- wheeled  chario*  with  two  horses 
which  seem  to  run  at  full  gallop  ;  one  of 
the  warriors  in  holding  a  bow  m  his  hand, 
and  has  just  shot  an  arrow  at  a  stag  ;  tho 
stag  is  wounded,  and  in  anguish  turns 
his  head.  The  other  seal  ring  represents 
a  warrior  who  has  just  vanquished  his 
three  enemies  and  i*  iu  the  act  of  giving 
with  his  uplifted  sw.ud  a  last  blow  to  one 
of  them  wounded  and  kneeling  before 
him  on  one  kne«*  ;  the  latter  tries  to  parry 
the  blow  with  his  uplifted  bands  and  with 
a  lance,  which  he  holds  in  his  right,  and 
seems  to  throw  at  his  opponent.  Another 
seems  to  bo  mortally  wounded,  for  he 
lies  on  the  ground  leaning  on  both  his 
hands.  Tho  third,  who  alone  of  all  the 
four  warriors  has  a  helmet  with  a  crest 
on  his  head, is  flying  under  the  cover  of  an 
enormous  shield  which  reaches  from  his 
neck  to  his  liet-ls  ;  but  still  lie  turns  Itis 
hea^  towards  hi*  victorious  enemy;  and  is 
in  tfhe  act  of  throw  mg  a  lance  at  him.

Further  throe 
veiy  heavy  golden  breastpins,  of  which 
the  one  is  5$,  the  other  5,  and  the  third 
4^  inches  long.  The  last  is  ciovned  w’ith 
a  ram,  tue  two  others  with  an  ornament 
in  shape  of  a  helmet, and  the  heads  of  all 
the  three  breastpins  are  perforated,  pro¬ 
bably  to  put  in  a  flower.  There  were 
further  found  two  masterly  ornamented 
objects  of  massive  gold  in  the  form,  of 
crosses  ;  also  a  large  golden  vase  weigh¬ 
ing  1$  kilogrammes  ;  it  baT  two  handles, 
a  largo  foot,  and  ornamented  with  three 
upper  and  two  lower  parallel  line1*,  be¬ 
tween  which  is  a  row  of  14  stars  ;  further 
a  large  golden  vase  wiih  one  handle  and 
an  ornamentation  representing  6even 
beautiful  flowers  ;  imotlier  golden  vase 
with  two  handles  ;  further  aspendid  little 
golden  oenochoe. or  wmo  cau,  with  an  or¬ 
namentation  of  spiral  lines.  Further, six 
golden  drinking  cups,  one  of  which  is  a 
depas  amphikypetlon  with  two  handles, 
on  each  of  which  is  a  pigeon,  each  of  the 
two  handles,  beingjoined  to  the  foot  by 
two  separate  golden  blade*.  This  goblet 
reminds  us  or  Nestor’s  goblet,  which  was 
also  ornamented  with  piyeons(soe“ Iliad,” 
XI.  632-035),  One  of  the  other  uoblets 
is  ornamented  with  parallel  flu  tings. 
There  were  further  found  two  small  gold¬ 
en  vessels  ;  also  eight  silver  vases,  three 
of  which  are  admirably  conserved  ;  one 
of  the  other  five  has  the  bottom  and  the 
month  of  bronze  ,  below  its  button  were 
found  onejhundred  of  the  aforesaid  golden 
buttons.  I  further  found  in  this  tomb 
thirteen  large  bronze  vessels.  This  kind 
of  vessel  was  in  high  esteem  in  the  heroic 
age,  and  wo  see  them  continually  men¬ 
tioned  by  Homer  as  prizes  in  the  games. 

I  suppose  that  to  each  hero  were  given 
in  the  grave  the  goblets  and  other  objects 
whioh  w  ore  dear  to  him  in  his  lifetime, 
having  been  won  by  him  in  the  games,or 
having  beon  iriven  to  him  by  his  hosts  as 
a  pledge  of  hospitalityfand  friendship.

THE  TOMB  Or  AUAMEMHOK.

Dr.  Henry  Schliemann,  writing  to  tbs 
Times  under  date  Mycenaj  November  28, 
continues  the  account  of  ids  great  dis¬ 
coveries  >—  i  •  .  *  , 

“I  continue  the  description  of  the 
jewels,  <fcc.,  found  with  tho  five  bodies  in 
the  fourth  tomb.  Among  the  most  inter- 
basting  objects  of  his  sepulchre  I  reckon 
the  magnificently  ornamented  gold  but¬ 
tons.  Twelvo  are  in  the  form'  of  a  cross, 
and  one  ol  them  is  2  1-5  inches  large 
and  8  inches  long  ;  three  are  somewhat, 
■mailer,  and  the  remaining  eight  are  of  a 
still  less  Rise.  Of  splendidly  ornamented 
round  gold  buttons  were  lonnd  in  all  210, 
two  of  which  are  two  inches  in  diameter, 
seven  are  of  the  size  of  a  5f.  pieco  and 
207  are  still  smaller.  All  these  buttons, 
the  lower  part  of  which*  consists  of  a 
bone  button  in  the  form  of  our  shirtbut 
tons,  must  have  sorved  on. the  clothes  of 
the*  deceased,  whereas  all  which  show 
beldw  only  a  flat  piece  of  bone  or  wood 
have  evidently  served  to  decdr ate  the 
sheaths  of  swords,  lances,  Ac.,  to  which 
they  had  been  soldered  with  tin  or  oth<  r- 
wise  fastened.  There  were  in  all  found 
in  this  tomb  25  two-edged  bronze  swords, 
16  of  which  are  in  a  perfect  state  of  con¬ 
servation  ;  four  of  them  had  ha  tdles  plat¬ 
ed  with  gold  and  riohly  ornamented. 
There  were  also  found  with  tho  swords 
five  large  handle-buttons,  four  of  which 
are  of  alabaster  and  one  ok  wood  ;  all  of 
them  are  ornanionted  with  gold  nails. 
Further,  two  golden  shoulder-belts 
(telamons),  which  were  worn  on  the 
shoulder  across  the  breast ;  both  are  4  ft. 
long  and  13-5  in,  broad  There  were 
furthor  found  two  large  golden  girdle 
belts  ornamented  witkcirles  and  flowers; 
one  of  them  is  compraMfi  of  two  piecos. 
There  was  also  found  part  of  a -similar 
belt  and  a  child's  golden  girdle  belt,  only 
1  ft,  4  in.  long,  and  *2  1.0  in,  broad.  Fur¬ 
ther  a  splendidly  ornamented  large  gold¬ 
en  handle,  probably  of  a  sceptre.  It  ter 
ruinates  in  a  dragon’s  head,  whose  scales 
seem  to  have  been  imitated  l»y  squnro 
pieces  of  rock  crystal,  which  are  inlaid 
like  mosaic.  Tills  is  an  object  of  mar¬ 
vellous  beauts,  of  which  Homer  would 
have  said  f/tatima  ideethia  (a  wonder  to 
look  upon).  There  were  also  found  seven 
large  and-ouo  small  guidon  diadems— one 
of  tho  former  is  ornamented  with  golden 
leaves.  All  ot  them  show  splendid  orna¬ 
ments  of  circles  and  spiral  lines.  Further 
fopr  golden  ornaments  of  the  knemidcs 
(graves)  almost  in  form  of  a  bracelet ;  one 
comb  of  bone  in  a  large  handle  or  casing 
of  gold, of  the  tisnal  form,  as  ladies  wear 
it;  one  enormous,  most  mugmfi :ently 
ornamented,  massive  golden  bracelet, 
weighing  360  grammes.  In  the  centre 
of  the  ongftnentation  of  this  bracelet  is 
soldered  a-*eparato  piece  of  gold,  repres¬ 
enting  the  sun  with  Ids  rays  The  size 
of  this  bracelet  is  ho  enormous  that  the 
persons  who  has  worn  it  must  have  had 
gigantic  arm*.  It  may  have  been  worn  on 
the  legs.  Quiet  in  opposition  to  tho  Hize  of 
tho  bracelets  are  too  massive  golden  neal 
goldenseal  ring*,  tho  opening,  of  which  is 
so  small  that  tln-y  w  mid  only  fit  a  child  of 
ten  years.  1,  therefore,  supposo  that 
they  may  have  been  uaod  as  seals  only.

thing  could  givs  a  better  idea  of  the  grdat 
antiquity  of  those  tombs  than  these  stone 
arrow  heads,  for  the  “Iliad”  seems  to 
know  only  arrow  heads  of  bronze  (e  g. , 
Iliad  XIII.,  650  and  602).  Probably 
there  had  also  been  deposited  bowt,  aad 
quivers  in  the  tomb,  but  they  would  have 
been  of  wood,  and  would  have  rotted 
away.  To  my  greatest  regret,  among 
the  thousands  of  gold  ornaments  thero  is 
not  even  a  single  sign  resembling  writing, 
and  it  therefore  appear*  certain  that  the 
sepulchres  belong  to  an  epoch  which 
preceded  the  introduction  of  the  Pbroii- 
cian  alphabet.  Had  the  latter  been 
known,  the  Mycenaean  golden  i  ii«,  con¬ 
tinual  efforts  appears  to  haye  b«  en  di  rul¬ 
ed  to  the  invention  of  a  in  vt  o  u.-vmei.t- 
ation,  would  have  been  very  ambitious  ro 
show  the  novelty  of  the  ifpfiabet.  A 
second  proof  of  the  immense  antiquity  of 
those  tombs  is  the  entire  absence  of  any 
vestige  of  either  iron  or  g'osc,  or  of  any 
pottery,  made  on  the  potter's  wheel.  Hut 
the  hand  pottery  has  reached  a  high 
degree  of  perfection,  such  as  has  never 
been  attained  here  in  latter  days  by  the 
pottery  made  on  the  wheel.”

c  Mi  d  be  taxed  for  city  local  purposes  it 
would  make  it  comparatively  light  to 
Ottawa,  but  iu  the  same  proportion  hard 
for  the  rest  of  the  country. 

Coming  nearer  Rome,  the  town  of 
Napanee  has  the  fine  Court  House,  the 
Jail  and  the  Registry  Office,  built  Dy  the 
people  of  the  whole  county  at  a  large 
pause,  and  it  would  be  very  handy  for 
the  town  if  a  change  was  made  in  our 
law,  and  a  tax  of  some  hundreds  of  dol- 
lars  put  on  these,  |or  the  benefit  of  the 
town,  at  the  expeQfft  of  the  people  of  the 
county  as  a  whole?  Under  the  cirelim- 
stances  it  is  easily  understood  why  a 
Town  Council  would  favor  a  law  to 
abolish  such  exemptions,  but  let  tax 
payers  of  the  Townships  enquire  the 
reason  why  their  representatives  in  the 
County  Council  ana  in  the  Local  Parlia¬ 
ment,  would  support  a  change  that  would 
invtdve  such  additional  burdens  on  theca. 
The  agitation  is  ono  of  a  character  such 
as  needs  watching,  and  men  should  see 
to  it  that  they  are  not  benevolent  with  the 
taxes  of  their  own  municipal  oorpoiations 
and  others  besides  before  it  is  too  late. 

Every  one  knows  that  the  large  cities 
and  towns,  where  our  public  building  are 
erected,  derive  immense  looal  advantages 
from  those  large  outlays  of  publio  money. 
They  not  only  give  employ  te  a  large 
number  of  mechanics  and  laborers,  at  the 
general  expense  of  the  country,  but  theyj 
beautify  the  towns  where  lo<  ated.  and 
tend,  directly,  to  increase  the  number  of 
officers  attached  to  each  place.  It, 
in  addition  to  these  exnensei, these  costly 
institutions  should  he  taxed  for  municipal 
purposes,  in  whatever  municipality  they 
happen  to  bo  located,  then  a  state  of 
things  will  be  inaugurate  of  which  the 
whole  people  may  well  complain. 

It  was  pointed  out,  too,  in  connection 
with  tho  debate,  that  if  public  property 
is  to  be  taxed  bv  each  municipality,  then 
the  new  townships  in  which  Crown  Lands 
are  located  would  come  in  for  their  share 
of  the  advantage,  and  of  course  the  rest 
of  the  country  would  be  laid  under  con¬ 
tribution.  The  railway  property  in  the 
Maritime  Province,  con  ing  between 
twenty  and  thirty  millions  belonging  to 
the  Dominion,  and  if  taxed  for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  those  Provt. 
inces,  the  people  of  Ontario  would  be 
required  to  pay  a  large, proportion  of  the 
whole  of  it,  us  we  have  to  pay  the  largest 
proportion  of  the  taxes  of  the  whcle  Do¬ 
minion. 

In  thatcase,  too,  it  would  not  be  long 
until  a  fin*a  sum  would  be  required  for 
the  local  purposes  of  Manitoba  and  the 
North  West  in  connection  with  the 
Pacific  Railway,  and  where  the  end  would 
bo,  it  is  not  easy  now  to  see. 

In  regard  to  tho  exemption  from  tax  of 
our  houses  of  religious  worship,  it  doe* 
not  seem  to  us  that  much  need  be  said. 
There  are  few  people,  evon  among  those 
who  do  not  frequent  our  churches;  but 
have  sufficient  respect  for  the  moral  and 
educational  influences  of  our  churches  to 
he  willing  to  see  them  oxppjpt  from  the 
ordinary  burdens  of  tax.  Few  will  deny 
that  their  existence  is  a  saving  to  the 
country,  as  moral  teachers  and  preventa- 
tives  to  crimo  and  immorality,  which  if 
commuttcd,  would  require  o  large  outlay 
fm  punishment. 

We  fancy  thatonr  Government  will  be 
well  sustained  by  the  people  iu  refusing 
to  comply  with  the  demands  of  those 
cities  and  towns  -vho  would,  by  such  a 
change  tax  all  Canada  for  their  own  local 
benefit. 

OUR  PUBLIO  EXPENDITURE 

It  has  been  a  popular  cry  with  the  op¬ 
position,  during  the  past  lew  years,  that 
our  public  expenditure,  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario,  is  each  yea*  oo  thp  increase, 
and  consequently  there  is  unmistakable 
evidence  that  the  Government  is  an  ex¬ 
pensive  «m)  extraviganfc  one.  It  has 
well  answered  ttye  purpose  of  those  mak¬ 
ing  this  cry  to  quote  tho  figure  of  tfje 
total  publio  expenditure  of  the  Province

The  London,  Oui.,  Ere#  Prt—  of  tH# 
Otli  gives  a  harrowing  account  of  the 
murder  of  Wui.  -Qtiggs,  a  Lonsfield, 
Essex,  Out ,  farmer  by  his  son,  •  who  is 
26  years  of  age.  The  men  bad  both 
been  drinking  hvavily,  and  fon  roach 
their  home  the  son  gave  the  lie  to 
father.  At  this  the  old  man  sprung 
his  feet  and  grasped  bis  son.  A  -scuffle 
ensued,  which  warmed  the  two  men  u 
and  thoroughly  aroused  their  won! 
sions.  Chain,  tables  and  other  Articles 
of  furniture  were  upset,  and  thioEi  were 
strewn  around  the  room  in  a  promiscuous 
manner.  The  other  members  of  the 
family  screamed  at  the  top  of  their,  voices,' 
but  none  of  them  dared  to  interfere  be¬ 
tween  the  infuriated  father  and  son. 
After  a  long  tussel,  the  ^£unfaoe  of  the 
youngei  man  overcame  (H*-  strength  of 
his  father,  and  he  threwvjpi  violently  to 
the  floor,  driving  the  breath  from  his 
body  As  the  father  lay  there  gasping 
lor  breath,  the  infuriated  ion  kicked  him 
ou  the  head  with  his  heavy  stoga  boots, 
and  by  chance  struck  a  fatal  point,  the 
right  temple.  A  spasmotie  tremor  ran 
through  iiis  frame,  and  his  soul  took  its 
flight.  He  neither  moved  nor  spoke. 
The  son  stood  over  him  for  a  moment, 
ready  to  repeat  the  kick,  if  his  father 
offered  fyrrher  resistance,  hut  no*  seeing 
him  move  he  stooped  over  and  spoke  to 
him.  Receiving  no  answer  he  took  hold 
of  the  old  man's  hand  and  shook  him, 
but  he  exhibited  no  signs  of  life.  Letting 
go  the  hand,  the  father’s  arm  dropped 
limber  upon  his  lifeless  form.  Then  the 
son  in  his  whisky  muddled  condition,  be¬ 
gan  to  realize  what  he  had  done.  In  a 
semi-stupid  state  he  stood  gazing  at  the 
corpse  ot  him  who  gave  him  life, and  from 
whom  he  had  just  taken  it,  while  the 
other  members  of  the  family,  in  a  frenzy 
of  despair  at  the  awful  scene  they  had 
just  witnessed,  ran  around  the  room  ring¬ 
ing  their  hands  and  woeping  in  the  most 
pitiful  manner.  As  the  son  fully  realized 
the  terrible  crime  he  had  committed,  the 
effect  of  the  liquor  pasaod  rapidly  away. 
Without  speaking  a  word  to  the  other 
members  of  the  family,  or  answering  the 
many  questions  put  to  him,  he  walked 
deliberately  from  his  home  and  delivered 
hiui8?Jf  to  the  nearest  officer.  He  is  now 
lying  iu  jail  awaiting  trial  tor  murder.

The  spectacle  of  two  hot-headed  young 
men  scouring  iho  oouutry  for  a  convenient 
place  to  pepper  each  other's  diaphragm 
and  disarrange  each  other's  internal 
economy  is  not  by  any  m  nns  an  ennobl¬ 
ing  one.  Nor  will  it  add  much  to  the 
romance  of  the  occasion  if  the  combatants 
are  marched  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
and  arranged  on  a  charge  of  attempted 
homicide,  with  there  seconds  as  acces¬ 
sories  beforo  the  deed.  Likewise  will  it 
be  a  warning  to  young  men  never  to 
promise  to  marry  anybody  whom  they 
don’t  intend  to  marry,  particularly  if  the 
object  of  adoration  has  a  big  brother,  and 
the  big  brother  be  in  tho  habit  of  carry 
ing  horsewhips.  There  was  a  lamentable 
failure  on  the  part  of  the  New  York  pa¬ 
pers  ill  providing  the  public  with  trust¬ 
worthy  details  of  the  hostile  meeting. 
This  can  only  he  atoned  for  at  this  late 
hour,  by  tho  publication  by  the  New 
York  Herald ,  of  a  map  of  the  injured 
man’s  viscera,  showing  the  route  of  tiie 
bullet,  \yijb  the  portions  of  country  de¬ 
luged  with  gore  printed  in  red  ink,  The 
most  remarkable  feature  in  connection 
with  this  tragic  affair,  is  the  fact  that  one

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TAX  EXEMPTIONS- 


The  first  divis/mi  of  the  House,  during 
the  present  session,  been  mi  the  much 
Agitated  questions  of  the  exemption  of 
church  property  and  the  Government 
property  of  taxation  for  local  purposes, 
in  the  municipalities  where  they  are  lo¬ 
cated*  It  is  well  known  that,  for  some 
months  past  the  City  Council  ot  Toronto 
has  been  actively  agitating  for  u h  amend 
ment  to  our  present  lice  use  laws,,  so  as  to 
Squire  such  properties  to  be  hereafter 
taxed  for  municipal  purposes.  The 
principle  advocated,  in  connection  with 
this  agitation,  is  that  all  property  of  all 
kiudslu  each  city,  town  or  other  muni 
cipality  shall  he  held  liable  to  municipal 
asaessiiieiit  and  taxation,  and  a  coiuiiiitie 
of  the  Toronto  Council  was  aj ’pointed 
who  sent  circulars  to  various  other  Coun¬ 
cils  over  the  Province  asking  them  to 
join  in  the  demand.  Many  of  these 
Councils  did  so,  very  thoughtless  and 
foolishly  wo  think,  including  our  County 
Council.  Au  effect  is  being  made  to 
move  the  Provincial  Parliament  on  the 
strength  of  these  favourable  responses, 
ami  the  (Opposition  has  taken  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  trying  to  make  a  little  political 
capital  out  of  it. 

vVhen  the  Governors  speech  w.is  being 
discussed -in  the  House,  Mr.  Lauder,  on 
behalf  of  the  Opposition,  moved  an 
Amendment  cx*  rossing  regret  that  the 
matter  of  municipal  exemption  had  not 
In  on  referred  to  in  the  speech.  The 
amendment,  if  adopted,  would  of  course, 
Jiiive  been  considered  as  one  of  want  of 
confidence  in  the  Government,  anJ  it  w^b 
ro  vaguely  w  »rdcd  as  to  commit  those 
Who  supported  it  to  no  line  of  action  or 
policy  wlmtevm,  though  it  was  well  un¬ 
derstood  to  lie  u  direct  condemnation  t  > 
those  who  favor  the  existing  exemption 
of  church  property,  and  ;mb  ic  property 
from  existing  taxes.

Ti.e  resolution  was  voted  down  by  n 
large  majority,  as  war  nearly  a  strict 
party  vote— the  Opposilion  favoring  the 
amendment,  and  the  Gneminent  sup¬ 
porters  opposing  it.  Among  those  voting 
for  the  amendment,  in  opposition  to  the 
Government,  wo  liud  the  name  of  Mr. 
Grange,  and  on  the  other  aide  that  of  Mr.

OUR  PUBLI0  EXPENDITURE 

It  lias  been  a  popular  cry  with  the  op¬ 
position,  during  tho  past  lew  years,  that 
our  public  expenditure,  in  the  Province 
of  Outario,  is  each  year  on  thp  increase, 
and  consequently  there  is  unmistakable 
evidonce  that  the  Government  is  nn  ex¬ 
pensive  am)  extravigant  one.  It  has 
well  answered  tfie  pqrpoflo  of  those  mak¬ 
ing  this  cry  to  quote  jtho  tigur/m  of  t)je 
total  public  expenditure  of  the  Province 
nt  the  beginning  of  Confederation  and 
the  figures  of  to-day.  Those  expecting 
1 1  make  political  capital  out  of  those 
figures  depend  largely  on  the  ignorance 
of  the  people.  T.  ey  aoen  to  take  it  for 
granted,  when  they  quote  these  increased 
figures,  that  tljo  people  do  not  know  that 
our1  public  institutions  fiaye  Increased 
from  year  t  >  year,  and  consequently  there 
must  bo  an  increase  of  outlay,  as  well  as 
of  the  work  to  he  performed  in  our  van 
oua  public  offices.  Since  the  fr0™1106  °f 
Ontario  had  a  separate  existence  the 
Central  Prison  has  boon  built  and  put  in 
operation.  It  was  a  piiblic  necessity, and 
has  cost  tho  Province  thousands,  and  ia  a 
pennant  additional  burden  to  the  public 
expenditure.  Tho  same  may  be  said  in 
reference  to  the  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  at  Belleville,  the  Asylum  for  the 
Blind  at  Brantford,  the  additional  Insane 
Asylum  at  Hamilton,  tne  additional 
Normal  School  at  Ottawa,  the  Asylum 
for  Idioms  at  Orillia,  and  a  considerable 
number  of  other  public  institutions,  in 
various  sections  of  the  Prujrifi££,  every 
ope  of  which  is  needed. 

Taking  ajl  these  tilings  into  consider¬ 
ation  we  do  not  son  that  P  go  >d  reason 
exists  for  complaint  in  rega~d  u>  our  in¬ 
creased  expenditure.  We  must  expect 
that,  from  year  to  year,  as  the  country 
increases  in  wealth  and  population  tliore 
will  bo  increased  demands  for  public  aid 
in  varioM*  direction^  aj)d  these  must  be 
increased  expenditure. 

The  Pphljc  Accounts,  for  Ontario,  have 
just  been  laid  upon  the  table  of  the 
House,  and  they  show  that  opr  total 
public  expenditure,  for  the 

Province,  for  1875,  was  £2.003,550 

For  tho  )  ear,  1774,  it  was  2,342,329 
Showing  a  deceased  of  expenditure  of 
278,789,  or  conai^prnble  over  quarter  of  a 
million  of  d  dials.  *  AVo  belief  ejhat  when 
the  accounts  of  1870  are  published  jt  will 
be  shown  that  our  present  excellent  Pro¬ 
vincial  Government  hav3  ffaowu  equal 
care  and  economy  in  connection  wftti  our 
public  funds.  Of  course  we  u»  iy  expect  a 
strong  Tory  cry  about  “extraviganco” 
and  “ree\ies*;;e«V’  and  all  that  kind  of 
thing,  but  the  people  UftfV/3  b?d  so  much 
of  that  kind  of  cry  from  the  same  source, 
and  the  most  of  it  has  turned  out  unfound¬ 
ed,  that  very  little  attouiiou  is  given  to 
it.

bum  referred  to  in  the  speech.  The 
amendment,  if  adopted,  would  of  course, 
have  been  considered  as  ojie  of  want  of 
confidence  in  the  Government,  ani  it  was 
ro  vaguely  w  >rded  as  to  commit  those 
who  supported  it  to  no  line  of  action  or 
policy  whatever,  though  it  was  well  un¬ 
derstood  to  he  u  direct  condemnation  t  > 
those  who  fav«. r  the  existing  exemption 
of  church  property,  mol  pubic  property 
from  existing  taxes.  * 

Ti.e  resolution  was  voted  down  by  ft 
large  majority,  as  war  nearly  a  strici 
party  vote— the  Opposition  favoring  the 
amendment,  and  the  G  nemment  sup¬ 
porters  opposing  it.  Among  those  voting 
for  the  amendment,  in  opposition  to  the 
Government,  wo  find  the  name  of  Mr. 
Grange,  and  on  the  other  side  that  of  Mr. 
Deroche. 
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In  connection  with  tuo  debate  the  facts 
were  more  fully  developed  than  before 
that  so  far  as  Toronto  and  the  other  large 
cities  are  concerned  it  is  easy  to  account 
for  their  zeal  in  connection  with  the 
present  agitation.  If  the  law  can  be 
changed,  why  then  all  property  in  the 
city  would  bo  assessed  and  taxed  for  city 
puruosee,  and  the  people  of  the  whole 
Province  would  be,  bo  far,  called  upon 
to  pay  into  the  city  treasury.  The  Parlia¬ 
mentary  buildings,  belonging  to  the 
people  of  the  whole  of  Ontario,  are  locat¬ 
ed  in  Toronto,  and  tlmy  would  then  be 
assesed  for  some  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars,  and  the  people  of  the  entire 
Province  would  be  required  to  pay  the 

tax  upon  tho  amount  tel  tlie  benefit  of 

the  Toronto  treasury.  The  Normal 
Schools,  the  University  Buildings,  tlie 
Central  Prison,  and  other  public  institu¬ 
tions  of  that  kiud,  all  located  in  that  city, 
would  all  be  taxed,  and  every  former  and 
property  holder  in  the  Province  would 
have  additional  tua  Levied  upon  him  to 
make  up  tho  amounts.  Nor  would  it 
end  with  Toronto.  The  city  <d  Ottawa 
has  tho  Dominion  Government  buildings, 
a  Normal  School,  and  other  important 
institutions,  which  have  cost  our  whole 
l*opla  Rome  million  of  dollars,  and  if  all 


oi  mo  people.  i.  vy  auen  10  m*«  it>  lor 

granted,  when  they  quote  these  increased 
figures,  that  tljo  people  do  not  know  that 
our1  public  institution#  Ipiyu  increased 
from  year  t  >  year,  and  consequently  there 
must  bo  un  increase  of  outlay,  as  well  us 
of  the  work  to  bo  performed  in  our  van 
ous  public  offices.  Since  the  Province  of 
Ontario  had  a  separate  existence  the 
Central  Prison  has  boon  built  and  put  in 
operation.  It  was  a  public  necessity , and 
lias  cost  the  Province  thousand*,  and  ia  a 
perniAiit  additional  btudeu  to  the  public 
expenditure.  The  same  may  be  said  in 
reference  to  the  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  at  HdloviJlv,  the  Asylum  for  the 
Blind  at  Brantford,  tho  additional  Insane 
Asylum  at  Hamilton,  tne  additional 
Normal  School  at  Ottawa,  the  Asylum 
for  Idiots  at  Orillia,  and  a  considerable 
number  of  othet  public  institutions,  in 
various  sections  of  tho  Pro#'in^e,  every 
one  of  which  is  needed. 

Taking  ajl  these  things  into  consider¬ 
ation  we  do  not  son  that  ft  good  reason 
exists  for  complaint  in  regard  to  our  in¬ 
creased  expenditure.  We  must  expect 
that,  from  year  to  year,  as  the  country 
increases  in  wealth  and  population  thore 
will  bo  Increased  demands  for  public  aid 
in  various  dirc^tion^}  and  these  must  be 
increased  expenditure. 

The  Public  Accounts,  for  mo,  have 
just  been  laid  upon  t)|e  t&ukj  of  the 
House,  and  they  show  that  opr  total 
public  expenditure,  for  Hie 

Province,  for  1875,  was  £2.003,556 

For  the  y  ear,  1774,  it  was  2,842,329 
Showing  a  deceased  of  expenditure  of 
278,789,  or  c<»iw;;J,ernble  over  quarter  of  a 
million  of  d  dlars.  *  AVo  belief  hat  when 
the  accounts  of  1870  are  published  it  will 
be  shown  th/lt  our  present  excellent'  Pro¬ 
vincial  Government  bay 3  shown  equal 
care  and  economy  in  connection  with  our 
public  funds.  Of  course  we  may  expect  a 
strong  Tory  cry  about  “extravigapee” 
and  “ree\ieu^^e«s”  and  all  that  kind  of 
thing,  but  the  people  h&pfi  lj#c i  so  much 
of  that  kiud  of  cry  from  the  same  source, 
and  the  most  of  it  has  turned  out  unfound¬ 
ed,  that  very  little  attention  is  given  to 
it. 

In  a  few  days  the  Provincial  Treasurer 
will  make  1? is  Budget  speech,  and  it  will 
be  seen  that,  notwithstanding  all  the 
erv  there  has  been, our  Provincial  finances 
are  in  a  most  healthy  condition,  and  there 
is  a  largo  surplus  nojv  to  the  credit  to 
the  Province.  in  fact  the  people  now 
understand  that  the  Mowat  Government 
have  not  only  given  us  important  legisla¬ 
ture  rclormg,  hut  have  been  equaly  for¬ 
tunate  ip  tl)eir  reform  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  our  public  Qffftjf?; 


DEATH  OF  MR.  PETER  GRAHAM 
M.  P.  P. 

Kingston,  Jan.  12. — Peter  Graham, 
member  of  the  Local  Legislature  for  the 
County  of  Frontenac,  died  i*t  his  home  in 
the  Township  ol  Pittsburg  this  morn¬ 
ing. 

Mr,  Graham  died  after  a  month’s  ill¬ 
ness.  lie  was  a  gentleman  entitled  to 
the  palm  for  good  nature.  Hi*  <lis- 
position  was  the  embodiment  of  the  term. 
He  was  upright  and  just  in  the  fjllest 
sense.  Mis  happy  character  made  him 
very  popular  and  his  path  in  public  life 
an  easy  one.  He  was  Reeve  of  Pittsburg 
for  years  and  was  elected  Warden  of 
Fronteiuus  by  &  unanimous  vote.  He  was 
elected  for  the  L'*cal  Legislature  at  the 
general  election  for  Ontario  in  1874  by  a 
large  majority.  He  was  for  the  past  two 
years  President  of  the  newly  established 
Midland  Central  Fair.  For  almost  a 
score  of  years  he  lms  been  an  officer  in 
the  Kingston  Field  Battery.  The  most 
prominent  memorial  however  to  Mr. 
Graham's  name  js  file  free  rc^ds  rf 
Pittsburg,

Don't  ever  stand  your  barn  lamp  on 
the  floor  or  any  other  place  where  it  will 
be  liable  to  get  turned  over  while  the 
wink!  in  lighted.  Whenever  we  enter  the 
bam  with  a  lighted  lamp,  it  ia  hung  on  a 
strong  nail  at  one  end  of  the  feeding 
room,  bo  that  the  light  willahiue  to  the 
(When  the  lamp  is  hanging 
ftt  Chat  point  one  can  see  to  cut  fodder 
with  the  hay  cutter,  pump  water  for  the 
live  etpckj  mix,  food,  fill  the  racks  or  any¬ 
thing  else  that  is  to  be  done  in  the  feeding 
apartment  without  any  danger  of  turning 
the  lamp  over.  The  barn  lamp  is  never 

dewp,  j  When  we  go  into  the 
rtlbkJtotoiifc  thecow,  to  fitter  the  floor, 
to  groom  the  animals,  the  first  thing  ia 
to  hang  the  lamp  on  a  nail  which  has 
been  driven  into  some  post  or  joist  or 
beam  on  purposo  for  tne  lamp.  No 
other  article  is  ever  hung  on  the  nails 
wh^u^rthe  lamp  ia  to  be  hung.  If  it  is 
uwetobhry  to  go  on'tlie  mow  to  pitch 
down  hay  or  other  fodder,  the  lamp  is 
always  secured  on  an  appropriate  nail  be¬ 
fore  a  forkful  of  hay  is  lifted.  By  such  an 
.orderly  arrangement  one  can  always 
rely  on  the  light  which  the  lamp  will 
ahed  around  him,  and  he  always  feel  as¬ 
sured  that  the  building  will  not  be  set  on 
firei  Mjurir  a  large  barn  has  burned  to 
ashes  simply  because  the  lamp  was  not 
huqg#n  *  :f#ail  where  it  could  not  be 
over.  We  have  seen  the  farmors 
move  about  in  their  barns  with  a  lighted 
candle  in  one  handf  which  was  set  down 
iWe  and  there  at  places  where  it  was 
liable  to  bo  turned  over  and  to  set  hay  on 
fire.  One  cannot  b 3  too  careful  when 
carrying  a  lighted  candle  or  lamp  where 
there  are  shavings,  hay,  Btraw  or  other 
dry  combustible  material.  If  a  lamp 
must  bo  taken  into  the  stable  or  barn 
let  large  nails  be  driven  into  the  timber 
so  that  heedless  employees  can  have  no 
excuse  lor  getting  a  barn  JaniD  down. 


SLEEPING  ROOMS. 

The  writer  of  this  has  suffered  much 
during  the  past  month  through  the  false 
impression  that  many  have,  that  it  is 
healthy  to  sleep  in  a  cold  room,  There  is 
no  reason  nor  sense  in  this  idea.  There 
may  be  a  goodly  amount  of  solf- denial  in 
retiring  to  a  room  the  temperature  of 
which  is  many  degrees  below  freezing, 
and  stepping  in  between  sheets  that 
strike  a  chill  to  every  part  of  the  body 
but  it  is  self-denial  for  no  good  pumose. 
This  kind  of  a  toughening  process  maybe 
well  enough  iu  theory,  but  revolting 
practice.  Wo  go  to  bed  for  the  purpose 
of  getting  sleep  apd  rest,  hut  it  requires 
the  skin  of  a  pachyderma  to  resist  the 
tomperatiue  of  icy  sheets,  and  not  shiver 
until  every  musclo  is  exhausted. 

It  may  seem  like  indulgence  to  warm 
up  a  bed  with  an  iron  or  soap-stone  before 
jumping  into  it,  but  rather  than  suffer  the 
misery  of  shaking  with  cold  for  hours,  one 
can  afh>rd  to  be  twitted  with  self-indul¬ 
gence  or  being  called  “babyish.”  The 
mother  who  goes  and  warms  the  beds 
upon  cold  winter  nights  with  an  iron  for 
her_  children,  rather  than  have  them 
Suffer  with  cold,  has  the  respect  and 
sympathy  of  the  writer,  even  if  the 
children  afe  of  huge  growth.

COLD  FEET. 

W.  just  the  season  forAcohl  feet,  and 
iiany  ills  are  attendant  upon  a  lack  of 
irculation  in  the  extremities.  People 
rho  are  troubled  with  cold  extremities 
ire  apt  to  have  headaches,  loose  their 
ippetito  and  feel  bad  continually,  and 
liese  results  can  only  bo  avoided  by  ro- 
noving  the  cause,  which  seems  a  very 
ittle  tiling  to  do,  but  very  few  are  willing 
o  do  it. 

First  of  all,  the  shoes  or  boots  must 
lot  be  worn  so  tight  as  to  prevent  the 
irculation.  No  dictation  of  false  pride 
liould  be  allowed  in  this  matter,  for  there 
s  too  much  at  stake. 

Second,  for  winter  there  is  no  covering 
o  good  to  be  next  the  feet  as  woollen.  It 
erves  a  double  purpose,  of  being  a  good 
ion  conductor  of  heat,  and  thus  holds 
he  heat  of  the  body,  and  through  a  slight 
nutation  of  the  surface  keeps  up  a  em¬ 
ulation  in  tlu>  capillaries  next  the  skin, 
bus  creating  warmth.  If  the  feet  arc 
moo  thoroughly  chilled  it  is  not  the 
risest  plau  to  warm  them  by  p'acing  in 
water  well  heated,  but  far  better  to  wash 
hem  thoroughly  in  water  from  which 
imply  the  chill  has  been  taken,  then 
vithacrash  towel  rnb  tho  surface  until 
t  is  red  witli  blood,  and  the  feet  burning 
mder  the  friction.  This  method  is  a 
o»*l  one  to  preserve  the  warmth  of  the 
eet  if  used  before  the  exposure.

Tho  following  is  Chief  Jyttic  Harr. son’s 
opinion  regarding  strikes  ;  he  soys  i — 
“In  this  country  we  are  all  proud  of  our 
personal  liberty,  and  thj[S  does  not  mean 
merely  the  liberty  of  moving  about,  but 
the  liberty  off  thought  and  opinion.  No 
man  in  this  country  ie  »$teye,  but  every 
man  is  bound  to  fulfill  the  eosjura^i  be 
has  entered  info.  No  man  need -work  ai  a 
footer  rate  than  that  f’T  wlimh  he  has 
bargained,  but  no  man  should  interfere 
with  another  who  chooses  to  do  so.  A 
man  has  a  perfect  right  to  stride  if  be 
clmo^es,  but  lie  has  no  right  under  * 
trade  oidofi’l  organization  to  use  violence 
and  prevent  others,  either  by  tnreaU  or 
force.  The  law  passed  ju  peforeuce  to 
this  kind  of  intimidation  makes  a 
liable  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  or 
three  months’  imprisonment.  Duriug  the 
late  strike  the  local  police  at  the  different 
tow  Ho  Wb  eye  the  strikers  had  assembled 
were  found  insufficient  to  quell  the 
rioters,  and  aft^r  tlir  e  4*y#  recourse  was 
had  to  the  Government,  who  werp  bo.ynd 
to  preserve  order.”  He  also  forcibly  con¬ 
demned  the  habit  i;f  carrying  fire  arms 
ant?  other  dangerous  weapons  in  this 
peaceful  &nd  law  abiding  country,  as 
having  a  tendency  create  much  reck¬ 
less  disorder  and  riot  in  ihe  cqjf^mun ity. 
He  recommended  the  formation  of  a  pro¬ 
vincial  police  force,  line  th®  Irish  Con¬ 
stabulary,  that  might  bo  used  for  the  sup¬ 
pression  of  riots,  Ac.
